ities of seme countle.s have adopted 
the practice of sending the mo.si des­ 
perate pri.«^oners to the jails of the 
larger cities for .safekeeping, but th a t 
works a hard.^hip on the local jailer 
by reducing his emoluments, which 
are mostly made up of the fees a l­ 
lowed for virtualizing prisonens. 
Not only are inc.'^t Kentucky coun­ 
ty jails insecure, but few of them 
m e n 
the sanitary requirements of 
pri.'on rcioimers. who after a survey 
of Kentucky jails .severely criticised 
the majority of ih.em as unfit place.s 
of detention. 
In some cases condi­ 
tions have Ы*еп improved, but on tlie 
whole K rm iH k v jails are not accord­ 
ed the Inghesi encomiums by prison 
ex pert.s.

FRANCE TIRES 
OF ENTERTAINING 
UNWANTED ALIENS 


(Internationa! News Service) 
PARIS, Sept. 
19—“Shall 
France 
continue to serve as an asylum for 
all the conspirators of Europe?" 
This question was asked by the 
newspaper “ Liberte” tlie other da\ 
indicating that France 
is 
growing 
tired of playing host to bomb throw­ 
ing political exiles. 
Not that the French are losing then 
traditional hospitality. Being a kind, 
good natured people, they are only 
two willing to be nice to those un­ 
fortunate, ex-kings, ex-premiers and 
ex-statesmen who have lost their job' 
in their respective countries. But . . . 
“We do not object to receiving ex­ 
iles within our borders, especially if 
their lives are in danger. If they have 
campaigned against 
their 
country 
and failed and come to France seek­ 
ing calm and a desire to forget their 
troubles, that is all right with us. But, 
schemes once they cross into our bor­ 
ders. 
“We cannot go further than that 
in our hospitality for we will then 
jeopardize our own peace and secur­ 
ity.“ say the newspaper. 
“Every time an Italian anti-Fas- 
cist, a Spaniard of Republican ideals 
or a Catalan with automist principals 
wants to prepare a coup d'etat or a 
bomb, he comes to France, He makes 
this country the center of his politi­ 
cal propaganda. We thank them lor 
their eonfindenee in us but we do 
w ish they would» do their dirty work 
somewhere else.“ 
The reason for

“Liberte’s” 
agitation is obvious. A few* days ago, 


the Spaniards of Republican sympath­ 
ies met at Sain-Sebastien. They d e­ 
cided on a vigorous campaign against 
the present regime in Spam, And th« 
leaders decided that they would hold 
their next meeting in France! 
Naturally, such agitators may easily 
j put France into an embarrassing pos­ 
it 1011. “After all, we have obligations 
toward our neighboring governments,“ 
reminds the “Liberte." 
The upshot of the business is that 
Premier Tardicu really has taken an 
interest m the question France ex­ 
pelled several anarchists a lew days 
ago and it is likely that she will con­ 
tinue to throw out a good many oi 
its undesirable aliens.

LIVESTOC K FEED SHORT 
Far-reaching effects on the Iive- 
tock industries as a m u l t of the 
drought, and average or larger than 
average supplies ot the chief food 
crops are seen by the bureau of ag­ 
ricultural economics, 
Ur ¿ted 
States 
partment of agriculture, in its Sep- 
tember 1 report on the agricultural 
situation, issued by the department. 
“The general effects of the drought," 
reports the bureau, 
affect primarily 
the livestock producers. 
It has cut 
down the iced crops, expecially pas- 
turc>. 
It lias increased substantially 
casts of livestock production at a time 
when market conditions are most dis­ 
couraging. 
Apparently the total out­ 
put ci lecd grains and hay per an i­ 
mal unit will be about 15 per cent 
less than the o-year average. 
“This year's lamb crop 
is 
about 
2.000.000 head, or 8 per cent larger 
than last year, most of the increase 
being in the western sheep 
states. 
Feed is short, and feeders have b*en 
slow to buy this season. 
The lamb 
market is weak. 
Cattle feeders also 
are holding oil. 
Shipments of st ock - 
or and feeder cattle back to the tced- 
lots have been extremely light. 
Pre­ 
sumably this means th it supplies of 
fed cattle in the m arket for the first 
half of next year will be substantially 
smaller than in 1930. 
“The total supply of Die chief food 
crops, on the other hand, will be ap ­ 
parently average or 
ben ter. 
Total 
shipments of the im portant fruits and 
vegetables are averaging 20,000 car­ 
loads a week, or nearly as many as a 
year aco. 
Shipments of main-crop 
potatoes, onions, cabbage, sweet po- 
t a toes and apples have become mod­ 
erately active. 
Potato and sweet po­ 
tato crops suffered most from the 
drought, other vegetables being less 
seriously affected. 
Most i:uits escap­ 
ed serious in jury.’ 
Late reports to the bureau regard­ 
ing conditions in key states are: “Still 
dry in Georgia. 
California crops arc 
in good supply but with prices low 
Fair conditions in the Pacific north­ 
west. The drought is broken in K an ­ 
sas. but markets there an: unfavor- 
rble to farmers. 
In Iowa the corn 
crop has been cut but values have in­ 
creased.

WINTER STORAGE VEGETABLES 
The dry weather during the past 
summer ha^ greatly reduced the yield 
of vegetables in both home gardens 
and commercial areas. Careful selec­ 
tion and storage of vegetables for 
winter use will, th erefo r\ be highly 
profitable. 
Handle With Carr. 
Vegetables to be store,! must be 
handled with care. 
Decay usually 
starts where 
vegetables 
have 
been 
bruised. The stage of maturity is im­ 
portant with certain vegetables. Beets, 
carrots and other root crops ke°p bet­ 
ter and are of higher ec ible quality 
if stored before they become too old 
or’wood in texture. Tender vegetables 
w ill not keep well if exposed to a heavy 
frost. 
Hardy vegetables such as cab­ 
bage. turnips and celery need not be 
stored until before freezing weather. 
Most vegetables require a low tem ­ 
perature for storage. 
A temperature 
just above freezing, and a moist but 
not wet atmosphere Is best for the 
beets, carrots, parsnips, salsify, tu r­ 
nips. cabbage and celery. 
Onions keep well in a dry cool 
place with plenty of ventilation. They 
must be thoroughly dried for storage 
Squashes, sweet potatoes and pum p­ 
kins require a warm, dry place lor 
storage. 
Tomatoes, peppers and eggplants 
may be stored until November. 
The 
plants are pulled and hang in a cool 
dry well ventilated place or the g reen ' 
fruits may be picked and carefully 
placed in small baskets or crates or! 
spread out on a shed floor or in a 
co’dframe. 
Parsley may be grown through the 
winter by transplanting half-grown 
plants from the garden into four-inch
